Tire tuning isn’t always a 


straightforward process — in fact, 
pursuing one attribute often con- 


flicts with another. For instance, 
tires with low rolling resistance 
commonly use rubber com- 
pounds that don’t lose much en- 
ergy as they roll along the road. 
However, compounds that do the 
exact opposite also excel at re- 
ducing noise and soaking up 
bumps in the road. But the con- 
flict can be resolved by modify- 
ing other elements of the tire. 
For example: 

- Tuning certain peak frequen- 
cies generated by the tire can re- 
duce the chance that vibrations 
are amplified throughout the en- 
tire car. 

- Adjusting the steel belt pack- 
age, which includes selecting the 
materials used and the angle at 
which the two steel belts are 
aligned. These variables influ- 
ence ride quality by changing 
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the tire’s ability to flex and ab- 
sorb imperfections in the road. 

- Adding a subtread, a layer of 
rubber beneath the outer tread 
layer, also works wonders. 

“Tt’s a great way to isolate a 
tire,” says Arabian. “Adding a 
few hundred grams of low hys- 
teretic material in the subtread 
of each tire can deliver the same 
noise reduction as several kilo- 
grams of insulation within the 
car.” 

Modifying the tire’s tread pat- 
tern can combat the high-fre- 
quency airborne noise emitted 
when a tire rolls down the road. 
Adjustments can include revi- 
sions to the tread block’s shape 
or the depth and angle of the fine 
cuts made within tread blocks, 
which are known as sipes. Alter- 
ing the tire’s footprint can also 
reduce road noise. While a tire’s 
fundamental footprint on the 
ground is square, engineers may 
tune the tire so that footprint’s 
leading and trailing are rounded. 
This allows the tread block to 
ease into the pavement instead of 
all edges striking simultane- 
ously. 

“There are so many variables 
we can adjust in the tire’s con- 
struction,” said Arabian. “Ulti- 
mately, when we optimize a tire, 
it means we can potentially re- 
duce some cost, complexity, or 
weight elsewhere within the ve- 
hicle and still deliver the tar- 
geted level of refinement.”
